market, and that the only reason for not 
doing so is they do not want to; and he 
claims that their reason for not wanting 
to force down prices is that high prices 
: for animals allow them to obtain high 
| prices for by-products.

Will 
they proceed to realize the senior Ford’s dream of a 
tractor on every farm and an automobile before 
everyone's front door? 


THE MILK FUND'S BANNER YEAR. 

One measure of the thoughtfulness of the more for- 
tunate for the less fortunate and of the ability and 
willingness of this generous community to provide 
the means of meeting urgent need is afforded by the 
annual totals of the Post-Dispatch Milk and Ice 
Fund. 

Surely no cause is more appealing. The require- 
ments of the little ones born to such circumstances 
that even nourishing, healthful food may be lacking 
them in their helplessness, here in rich America, 
are something that comes very close to our hearts. 
The Ice Fund that supplements the work of the Milk 
Fund for the babies and also helps to mitigate the 
discomfort of torrid summers for many of the very 
poor, including numbers of the aged and invalid, also 
looks to objectives of the worthiest sort. 

The Post-Dispatch brings to public attention the un- 
questioned needs which these funds meet, provides 
suggestive direction for various activities through 


which the raising of money is stimulated and sup- 
plies a convenient depository to those wishing to 
contribute. But the work is the community's own 
work. What is accomplished belongs to the people. | 
The totals evidence the full purchasing power of the, 
funds, the net possibilities in relief when a channel 
is afforded through which generosity can express 
itself without the usual deductions for organization 
costs and so-called overhead expense. 

In no prior year have so many St. Louisans ever 
devoted loving effort to this cause; no former total 
of gifts has ever approximated that of the present sea- 
son, now drawing to a close. The first year of its in- 
stitution the fund reached $4749, which was also the 
total of the next year. In 1907 it was $3413 and in 
1908 it fell to $2176. The totals for the 10 years pre- 
ceding this were as follows: 1909, $3537; 1910, $3636; 
1911, $4972; 1912, $2976; 1913, $4009; 1914, $4491; 1915,

Yet we find virulent opponents of the peace cove- 
nant, the constitution of the League of Nations, com- 
pletely ignoring its statement of purposes and vio- 
lently twisting it into an agreement to work injustice 
and greed and to provide for war. They denounce it 
as a Vile pretext to accomplish things wholly con- 
trary and repugnant to its avowed purposes. In- 
stead of viewing it as a whole, devised to guarantee 
justice, freedom, peace and rational co-operation |, 
among nations, they. grossly misrepresent it by ig- 
noring its objects and turning detached sentences 
and articles into meanings antagonistic to its pur- 
pose and never intended by its authors. 

The covenant is a solemn agreement to maintain 
peace, justice, liberty by the substitution of reason, 
arbitration and law for greed, might and the sword. 
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PROFIT-SHARING AND NEW ENTEEPRISE. 
Profit-sharing as a solution for the differences 
between capital and labor is in considerable favor just 
now. In the business world George W. Perkins is 
one of its eminent advocates. From official life it 
has recruited the support of Champ Clark, who in- 
dorsed it in his address to the advertising convention 
at New Orleans, but admitted it would be a diffi- 
cult task to draft a plan that would be generally 
workable. 

One of the grave difficulties of profit-sharing as a 
universal plan, which doesn’t seem to have been taken 
into account, is its effect upon new business ven- 
tures. It hardly needs to be said that during their 
infancy most business enterprises encounter Jean 
years. What inducements could be offered to labor by 
a struggling young business, whose profits are either 
nil or slight, in competition with an established 
business? It may be answered that under such cir- 
cumstances labor must take its chances along with 
capital. But profit-sharing as a proposed solution 
for industrial difficulties presupposes profits and it 
is not suggested, or, at any rate, it is not stressed, that 
labor should assume its share of loss at the end of 
a year. The labor employed in new enterprises would 
have to assume that hazard; it would have to take 
a chance from which labor in established concerns 
would be exempt and, in consequence, another hurdle 
would be set up in the path of new undertakings. 

The point is not offered as a fatal objection to the 
profit-sharing plan. The fact that a thing is diffi- 
cult is no final argument against it. Anything worth 
while is difficult. But nothing should be embodied 
in the charter of our industrial relations which would 
deter or obstruct new enterprises without which in- 
dustrial growth is impossible. 
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Both the stee] magnates and labor leaders profess 
to be satisfied with the way the strike is going. The 
public has not yet been heard from, but with its 
nose to the grindstone in its effort to pay the bills, 
the public is not jin a position to talk. 
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A FORD FAMILY AFFAIR. 

The purchase of the shares held by James Couzens, 
Detroit's multimillionaire Mayor, is said to place 
Henry Ford and his son, Edsel, in full control of the 
stock of the Ford Motor Co. There is probably a 
considerable curiosity as to what the Fords will do, 
now that no doubtful or hostile minority may object 
or obstruct. 

The Ford plan is sharply in contrast with the busi- 
ness practice and philosophy of Carnegie, who took a 
good deal of pleasure in reiterating that he had made 
his success by surrounding himself with men who 
were smarter than he was. The gencrosity and mod- 
esty of that judgment could be acknowledged with- 
out accepting its accuracy. Of course, Carnegie knew 
how to pick men, but it is doubtful if any of the 
chosen were abler business men than their discoverer 
and sponsor. In any event, the association was mu- 
tually profitable. If Carnegie became a multimillion- 
afre, his associates became millionaires. 

Henry Ford might also be called a maker of mil- 
lionaires, but in a different way. As far as is general! 
known, the men who got wealthy in the Ford ssoeke 
Co, merely furnished the money. They gambled on 
Ford and his idea and won. They did not, like the |

Instead of putting out the next world conflagration 
with the blood of 60,000 American boys, we shall, 
under the League of Nations, prevent the conflagra- 
tion from starting, and the prevention will be blood- 
less.

the gravest consequences of 
this terrible fact was that we 
served to consolidate and unify 
the various interests of the 

Anglo-Saxon peoples of tke world, 
dominated by England. The well- 
developed sense of Anglo-Saxon 
common responsibilty, which hith- 
erto had been more or less passive 
in world affairs, and sometimes 
working at cross-purposes, was by 
our act forced to burst into full 
maturity almost overnight, instead 
of being sent, as we should have 
sent it, into eternal sleep. 

The sympathies of the American 
people were not roused against us 
by the invasion of Belgium. It was 
because their natural liking lay 
with England. <Any nation with 
the history of the United States 
during the Spanish War days, and 
which regarded the explosion of 
the powder magazine inside the 
battleship Maine as a crime, in 
order to annex Cuba, would, of 
course, have looked upon the in- 
vasion of Belgium with a very cold 
eye, if it had agreed with Amer- 
ican interests. 

America is a world-conquering 
power, no matter what may be the 
opinion of the foolish German 
Democrats. They still seem to re- 
fuse to realize this fact, in the face 
of so many of its manifestations. 
From the very first day of the 
war, the outward superiority of 
our enemies brought the Ameri- 
cans to a quick conviction that we 
could not win, and therefore they 
defined their attitude toward us 
on this principle, deeming us as 
foreordained losers. 

Censure for the Chancellor. 

In spite of this American  atti- 
tude of antipathy toward Germany 
and all things German, the United 
States was not ready for war 
against us from 1914 to 1916, and 
she would never have dared fall 
upon the fearless German war 
policy. What really brought 
America out into the open were, 
first, the length of the war, which 
brought about a growing inter- 
twining of American interests with 
those of the entente; second, the 
military needs of England, and, 
third and foremost, the illusory, 
dilatory and zig-zag policy of 
Chancellor von sethmann-Holl- 
weg, which transmuted its pres- 
tige in President Wilson's favor. 

Included in the latter category 
perhaps, but deserving of special 
emphasis, was Foreign Secretary 
Zimmermann’s letter to our Min- 
ister to Mexico, Von Eckhardt. 
This astounding blunder made 
President Wilson’s task easy, for it 
prepared and facilitated America’s 
entrance into the war in April, 
1917, whereas, without its aid, 
Wilson would have had the far 
greater difficulty in accomplishing 
this. In fact, I believe that the 
President even then might not 
have chosen the lot of the allies 
if I had carried my point for \ 
general submarine campaign in 
1916. 

Although the natural 
thies of the Americans were with 
the English at all times, there ex- 
isted, apart from this, strong in- 
clinations toward good, business- 
like relations between the policy of 
the United States and our policy. 
Before the war, indeed, the Amer-

in every respect and, in spite of 
their false collective idea of Eu- 
rope, they had a fine feeling for 
our rising power and a sober re- 
spect for the possibilities it con- 
tained. 

America’s Eye on Germany. 

They were already reckoning 
with this contingency: That the 
remarkable and praiseworthy 
changes in our economic policy, 
and our rapid political develop- 
ment, were making Germany over- 
haul England hand over fist. At 
the same time, too, the American 
people regarded themselves as ths 


natural heirs of the British colonies | 


in the Western Hemisphere. If we 
had only waited for affairs to 
develop as they were sure to do in 
times of peace, then those interests 
which were common to the United 
States and Germany would have 
grown by natural processes from 
year to year. 

As far back as 1902, when the 
tension among the European Pow- 
ers on the one hand, and that fiery 
Latin-American political figure, 
Gen. Cipriano Castro, President- 
dictator of Venezuela; on the oth- 
er, made it apparent that there 
was trouble in store for America as 
guardian of the Monroe Doctrine, 
it was England who backed down 
on the plan to bring Castro to 
book. It became evident to me 
then that the interests of Germany 
were not to be spared In any. cases 
where both the great Anglo-Saxon 
Powers had to deal with them in 
common. 

Whether the upshot of it ati 
would be that England eventually 
would really become “the forty- 
ninth star in the Stars ani 
Stripes,”" as the American Nava! 
Attache in London said to our Na- 
val Attache, was a secondary mat- 
ter. for us. 

At the beginning of this cen- 
tury England had considered for 
the last time whether or not she 
should turn upon and attempt to 
destroy the United States, and had 
decided not to do so.

Moreover, among all the greater 
navies, I-always put the lowest es- 
timate possible on that of the 
United States as an asset to us in 
times of emergency. In fact, it 
was the naval policy of Germany to 
treat the United States navy as a 
passive element, regarding it as 
little a peril as the French navy, 
which watched us with a certain 


jealousy because the German navy -! 


was constantly attaining a much 
higher fighting value, although our 
building expenditure was less than 
France's by many billions of 
marks. 

The longer our young sea power 
was established, the more numer- 
ous and free were our chances in 
world politics. Thus, provided 
peace could have been maintained 
between England and Germany, 
the eventual development of ruit- 
ful relations between America and
